Sir: 

This paper responds to the restriction requirement dated August 24, 2004 and is timely 
filed with a two-month petition for an extension of time and the fee of $430. 

The Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S.C. § 121 among Groups I-IV: 

I. Claims 1-2, drawn to a vaccine comprising a nucleotide sequence of 
porcine circovirus type B, classified in class 424, subclass 204.1. If this group is 
selected, further select one sequence, identified by a specific sequence 
identification number, to be examined on the merits. 

II. Claims 3-12 and 16, drawn to polypeptide vaccine against porcine 
circovirus type B, classified in class 530, subclass 300. If this group is selected, 
further select one sequence, identified by a specific sequence identification 
number, to be examined on the merits. 
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III. Claims 13 and 14, drawn to DNA vaccine against circovirus type B, 
classified in class 424, subclass 199.1. If this group is selected, further select one 
sequence, identified by a specific sequence identification number, to be examined 
on the merits. 

IV. Claim 15, drawn to composition of transformed cell with porcine 
circovirus type B, classified in class 435, subclass 325. If this group is selected, 
further select one sequence, identified by a specific sequence identification 
number, to be examined on the merits. 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group I, claims 1-2, and the elected sequence 
is SEQ ID NO. 15. Each election is made with traverse. It is respectfully submitted that the 
evidence and explanation fail to establish a serious burden, which is required to maintain a 
restriction requirement. Furthermore, the scope of examined subject matter should be expanded 
once the elected species is deemed patentable.
